Eclipse Will Be Total in Some Places 


--Astronomers Spend Much 


to Witness RareJSight. 


Tomorrow hundreds of astronomers 


of different nationalities will be sta- 
tioned along a narrow dark strip run- 
ning from Manitoba, across Canada 
and Labrador, the 
Atlantic 
ocean, 


Spain and Africa, after months of 
preparation and the expenditure of 
thousands of dollars to avail them- 
selves of a few moments' observa- 
tion, of a total eclipse of the sun. By 
observation and mathematical deduc- 
tion, astronomers 
have 
calculated 


just where the eclipse of Aug. 30 
will be visible and just at what time, 
to the nearest fraction of a second, 
the striking features will appear at 
any one place, and it may also be 
added that they 'have- already worked 
out with nearly equal precision just 
when and where the eclipse of the 
year 2012'will be seen.' 


Can See Eclipse at Home

Every child, boy or girl, at th'e age of 
entering high school is better off at 
home, under the parents' care, than 
they are at some foreign, school. It 
will be a saving to the parents a.s 
•they will not be compelled to pay 
board, buy extra clothing, and other 
necessary expenses 
connected with 


our .larger schools in the city. 
It 


will be an advantage to the village, 
as there is no other institution that 
has as much influence in building up 
a town as .the school. Under a new 
state law the town pays the tuition. 
of those pupils 
who 
attend high' 


school in some other town. 
H we 


can have a ' high school of our own 
wo will save that amount and we 
will also receive ?1S from the town 
where a pupil comes to the village 
school. Those pupils who herebet'ore 
have been compelled to drop the work 
at the ninth' grade will now be able 
to go on and get 
a good education, 


which, had been denied them before. 
lu addition to the above 
there are 


many other advantages to be derived 
from a high school, and it is "to bo 
hoped that all will soon be led to 
see these.
